Provmce  of  the  Dan.inion.  and  i,  likely  to  remain  .o.  owin«  to  her  va,t  areaa  of  fioo.1  land 
and  acd.tie.  for  manulacture.;  and  it  i,  al,o  a  fact  that  tho  County  of  Huron,  .ituuted  in  the 
Sou  h.we,tern  portion  of  the  Province,  on  the   South-eaeteru  .hore  of  Uke  Huron,  i,  at

The  present  population  largely  con,i,u  of  .lowendant.  of  British  born  parent*  with  a 
consulerable  number  of  (Jerman.  in  ,ome  Townships,  and  a  few  French.  Educational  social 
and  moral  conditions  could  hardly  be  improved;  yet.  with  all  our  advantages,  the  pop- 
ulation in  Huron,  a.  xvell  as  in  other  Counties  in  Western  Ontario,  has  been  decreasing  for 
^veral  years,  owing  to  the  sta.n,«de  of  young  men  and  young  «omen  to  the  North-west 
Provinces  lured  by  chances  of  speculation  and  the  "Get  Rich  quick"  Idea,  the  older  men 
have  been  left  on  the  farms,  unable  in  many  oa^s  to  work  themselves,  labor  scarce  and  wages  high 
and  alth,.ugh  farmers  who  h.ive  help  are  n.vv  m.vking  m^re  money  than  they  ever  did.  owing 
fo  the  number  of  farms  on  the  market  there  has  never  been  a  time  when  better  op,x>rtunity 
offered  to  secure  g..„i  improve.!  cheap  far,,,,  in  Western  Ontario,  than  the  present,  and  the 
primary  object  of  this  b  .oklet  is  to  make  ,in  hone.t  effort  to  get  more  ,K>ople  on  the  land

In  the  raising  of  live  stock  the  outdoor  pasturing  averages  7  months  and 
stable  feeding  5  months. 

Sugar  Beets  have  abo  been  found  a  profitable  crop,  netting  S60  to  $70  per  acre. 

PRECIPITATIONS  AND  CLIMATIC  CONDITIONS. 

The  rainfall  in  Huron  averages  26  to  27  inches  for  the  last  30  years,  producing  sufficient 
iroisture  to  cause  rapid  growth  and  the  maturing  of  all  kinds  of  vegetation.  The  snowfall  is 
comparatively  heavy,  with  frequent  winter  thaws,  but  there  is  always  a  sufficient  covering  of 
snow  on  the  ground  during  the  coldest  months  to  ptotect  the  fall  sown  Grain.  Grass  and 
Clover,  and  tender  shrubs,  from  damage  by  winter  frosts. 

The  average  mean  temiwrature  for  the  three  summer  and  the  three  winter  months  for 
the  last  13  years  are  as  follows  :  .Tune  C1.6.  July  66.7,  .\ugu«t  64.9.— December  23.H,  Janu- 
ary 19.!t,  February  16. 

The  quality  of  the  water  for  domestic  and  stock  punwses  is  the  very  best,  and  the 
quantity  abundant,  from  wells  and  flowing  springs. 

TRANSPORTATION  AND  MARKETS. 

The  transjwrtation  and  market  facilities  are  excellent.  The  County  is  served  by  two 
lines  of  the  Grand  Trunk,  and  two  lines  of  the  Canada  Pacific  Railways  running  East  and 
West  to  Lake  Huron  at  varying  distances,  and  one  line  of  the  Grand  Trunk  from  South  to 
North  mtersecting  all  the  East  an.i   West  lines,  one  of  each  of   the  svstems   having  their

There  are  ;)0  Hall- 
way Depots  in  the  County,  and  tliero  is  an  Kiuctiic  KaiKvay  now  underconstruction  from  South 
to  North  near  the  lake  whieh,  when  eompU^ted,  will  ho  a  (<reat  accommodation  to  the  Shore 
Townships.  The  advantage  of  hcitin  supplied  hy  two  of  the  largest  coniiH'tinf;  Railway  Cor- 
poration's of  the  Continent  is  very  Kroat,  practically  comieclinj;  us  with  the  markets  of  the 
world.  Export  i)roduce  can  he  sent  to  the  .\tlantic  or  Pacific  soahoards  the  year  r(>un<l 
without  transhipments,  and  we  have  also  tlii!  advantaHo  of  Lake  and  St.  liawrence  River 
con)petition  during  the  open  season  of  navigation,  which  avera(,'es  ahout  ei^ht  months  in  the 
year.

Telegraph  oflicos  at  every  Town,  Villat^o  and  Hamlet  in  the  County,  and  lonj"  distance  and 
itural  Telephones  everywhere,  over  .1001)  Rural  Telephones  in  use  at  present  and  increasing 
rapidls.  Postal  accommodation  is  excellent,  the  County  hein(<  supplied  hy  !)H  Tost  Ottices 
and  Rural  mail  .'.elivcry  on  the  leading  mail  routes.  Ttie  centre  of  the  County  of  Huron  is 
120  miles  from  Toronto,  ilio  capital  city  of  Ontario,  !)S  miles  from  Hamilton,  40  miles  from 
liondon  and  liO  miles  from  Strafford,  all  populous  cities.

The  Co.nUv  of  Huron  is  noted  for  hor  hoavv  horses,  tho  Clv.l,.s,lalo,  Shiro  a.,<l  Porcher- 
on  brecls  hoin«  tho  favoriCs,  nluays  hn,„in«  hi,h  ,,ri.vs  an.l  rca,lv  s.le,  voum«  sou.ul 
annuals  fron,  h,OI)  to  1M(„)  pouu.ls.  sclliu«  at  S2.-,0  to  .S.OO,  a.,,1  a  well  n,atche,l  toa.n  of 
heavy  horses  H„llin«  from  Am)  ,o  SIOOO.  I,„ht  ,l,,viu«  horses  are  also  popular,  hut  not 
i|mto  so  prohtahlo  to  tho  hreeder  as  tlie  heavy  classes. 

Cattle  breodin,  in  Huron  for  l,e„f  an,l  .lairy  purposes  is  now  a  lar«o  industry,  and  very 
profitable  to  tho  fanners.  The  Durban,  and  Short  (lorn,  an.l  tho  I'olle.l  A..«us  and  Flereford 
for  beef,  at.  '  tho  .\yroshiro,  Holsteins  and  .Jersey  for  dairy  purposes. 

Sheep  raising,  decreased  ,n  the  County  for  s-voral  years,  values  l,ein«  alTecte.l  by  the 
larse  sheep  ranches  ,n  the  Western  Provinces,  and  the  States  of  Montana  and  I.laho  but  the 
producfon  ts  afiain  on  the  increase,  n.ost  of  tho  farn.ors  are  ra.si,,.  sheep  a^ain,  and  so.ne 
have  fairly  lar^e  Hocks. 

Hofi  raising  ami  feodinK  has  beca.ne  a  lar«e  and  protitahio  industry  i„  this  County 
Every  armor  keeps  ho,,s.  and  they  are  sh.ppe  I,  live  weight,  f.  the  lar«e  slaughter  an.l  curin« 
establishments  an,l  exported  to  (ireat  Britain  and  elsewhere  as  cure.l   meats.

In  the  review  of  the  bimiiiesu  con.litionx  .»t  I'.M'J,  presented  iit  the  nnnuiil  mootinu  of  the 
Canadian  Hunk  of  Coninierce.  the  I'reniilent  Hiiid  thin  of  fiirininK  (nwrutions  in  Ontario  iluriiiK 
that  year: 

"Where  proper  niotliods  for  the  niisinx  of  live  «•  k-Ic  proviiil,  the  protitx  thJH 
year  liiive  lieen  very  satistu-torv.  The  cattle  Imve  fattened  well,  owin«  to  «ooil 
pasturajje,  and  prices  have  reached  unusually  hi«h  fi^uroH.  Ho«s  have  coninuwuled 
hirth  prices,  through  heavy  local  and  ex|«>rl  deinatids.  Fanners  who  take  an  inter- 
est in  raisinR  a  kocmI  class  of  horses  are  ahle  to  ohtniu  almost  fancy  prices.  There 
is  a  greater  tendency,  too.  in  some  quarters  to  enjjajje  in  the  raisinw  of  cattle  for  the 
prmUiction  of  milk.  With  this  in  view  particular  attention  is  l)ein«  Kiven  to  the 
hreed  of  the  animal.  This  is  a  hran<  li  of  farmnfi  which  should  receive  every  en- 
couruKenient  from  those  euKaKed  in  the  manufacturint?  of  dairy  products,  such  as 
l)Uttor  and  cheese," 

EDUCATIONAL  FACILITIES 

The  County  of  Huron  has  a  tot.il  numl)e-  of  215  Schools  of  all  Krades,  comprisinK  four 
Hijih  H(  hools,  three  Conmiorciiil  Schools  or  olleHes,  '20H  Public  Schools,  IH  of  which  are 
desi«iuited  Continuation  Schools,  owinK  to  the  fact  that  they  do  oth  form  work,  and  30.') 
teachers  are  employed,  and  the  total  amount  oxiionded  on  education  in  the  County  yearly  is 
*2:JH,ll().,-)'i. 

The  school  houses  are  all  conifortahle  and  comn)o<lious  structures  of  hrick,  frame  or 
stone,  well  ventilated  and  well  lioate<l'  in  the  winter  season,  and  the  cliil(h-en  attondinn  the 
public  schools  in  the  County  do  not  require  to  travel  more  than  an  avora«o  distance  of  one 
and  a  quarter  n)ilos,  and  no  families  making  their  homo  in  Huron  need  entertain  any  doubts 
as  to  facilities'  provided  for  the  education  of  their  children. 

POULTRY  INDUSTRY. 

Some  years  ago  voryjjttlu  attention  was  given  to  breeding  and  caring  for  iioultry.  In 
recent  years,  on  account  of  the  high  price  of  jwultry  and  pro<hict9,  a  great  stimulus  has  been 
given  to  poultry  raising-      Now  wo  find  all  classes  giving  particular  attention  to  this  industry. 

From  the  Government  report  of  last  year  vte  get  these  figures :

berries  anil   other  small  fruits  are  Rrown  to  perfection  and  in  great  abundance. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  cultivation  of  the  Spy,  Baldwin,  Man,  King.  Ontario, 
and  Golden  Russett.  These  n;-  .ur  principal  Winter  or  Kxiwrt  Apples.  These  Apples  are 
considered  of  first  (piality  in  si ., ,  color  and  flavor,  and  command  the  highest  prices  in  the 
markets  of  Kuropo  and  America. 

This  is  owing  to  the  natural  (luality  of  the  soil  and  the  climatic  conditions,  so  that, 
no  part  of  the  continent  of  America  can  produce  apples  more  highly  flavored  or  of  better 
keeping  ipiality. 

Last  year  the  Province  of  Ontario  was  divided  into  five  districts.  District  No.  five  desig- 
nated the  Lake  Huron  and  Georgian  Bav'  District,  included  the  Counties  of  Lambton.  Huron, 
Bruce  and  (irey.  Three  si;ces  of  orcliards  wore  recognized  by  the  judges  api)ointed  by  the 
Govermnent,  who  considered  (piality  of  soil,  cultivation,  (piality  and  (juantity  of  fruit.  These 
judges  awarded  first  prizes  to  two  orchards  in  this  county. 


Extracts  from  report  of  W.  A.  McNEIL.  Chief,  Fruit  Division. 

"Ill  resi)onse  to  your  eiKiuiry  of  yesterday,  I  consider  the  County  of  Huron  as  suitable  a 
location  for  growing  winter  api)les  as  there  is  in  Canada,  and,  so  far  as  I  am  ac(iuaintod,  as 
any  on  the  contiiiorit  of  North  .Vmorica. 

"The  county  has  two  most  valuable  assets  in  its  soil  and  climate,  and  I  think  I  may  add 
a  third,  its  situation  with  respect  to  tra  )s))ortation  facilities.

Tlio  surfiic-o  of  tlio  county  is  unduliitod,  and,  liavin^j  ikmiIkm'  ruck  nor  swiinip,  everv  acre 
of  the  fitinnid  niay  ho  cultivated. 

Tlie  chniatc  is  that  happy  nioiiiuni  hetwecn  the  hi^h  temperature  of  the  northern  tier-  nf 
States,  for  instance,  and  tlio  low  tomporatun,'  of  the  norlhern  midille  portion  of  the  Province 
of  Ontario.  In  the  one  case  wmter  apples  lijien  tofi  early,  and  aie  s.,ine\vhiit  poor  keepeis;  m 
the  other  ease,  the  trees  are  winter  killed. 

"  In  Huron  county,  \vinter-killin«  is  extremely  lare,  and  \vn:!er  apples  ripen  just  hefoiethe 
first  serious  frosts,  so  that  tliey  no  practically  into  a  natinid  cold  stora,;;e,  and  can  he  kept  at 
a  temperature  near- .'t-J  degrees,  without  arliticial  coM  sti)ia;4e,  until  the  following;  spnofj  if 
necessary. 

"These  eomhinations,  trivial  as  they  may  seem,  make  all  the  dill'eieiice  iictueiM  a  pr  .lii 
and  a  loss  where  the  jirice  of  the  apples  approache-  that  of  the  cost  of  produciiwu 

"No  douht  the  presence  of  so  large  a  hod y  of  water  as  Lake  Huron  exercls(>s  a  verv 
marked  effect  in  eipializini' the  tempiM-ature  during  the  Kiowinu  months  It  is  als  >  iioiire- 
ahle  that  the  elevation  in  not  great  until  you  get,  out  of  tin'  h  nmdary  of  the  c  unity  lA  lliii-  hi. 

"When  your  iieople  recognize  that  this  coimty  has  the  c.ipacily  tor  producing  wuiti'r 
a))ples  at  from  '2"j  to  "jl)  cents  per  iiarrel  i!lieap(M-  tli m  all  hut  ,i  h'w  oilier  favored  >eitlon--  i>ii 
the  continent  of  North  .\meiica,  they  ''  turn  liieir  attention  to  apple-gicwuiL;,  coiiti.lcil 
that  it  will  he  not  onlv  a  permanent  husiness,  hut  a  iimst  pioliiihle  one. 

"The  market  for  apples  is  unlimited,  i  •  Britain.  Weslein  Canada,  llie  I'liicd  Slates 
and  other  countiies  take  all  the  goo<l  apples  I hii  can   he  grown,  and  ask   for  more.      Indeed, 
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n      all  a\iim  indicnto  timt  apDlo  Rrowinfi  will  ho  more  and  nioio  profitahle,  and  that  our  lake  shore 
district  will  in  a  few  years  ho  one  of  the  leading  centres  of  orchard  industry  on  this  continent.
